The King is bone of our bone and flesh of our 
flesh. The King is the servant-leader, who let 
go of his life for our sake. Who will follow 
the example of David, the example of Jesus, 
and renounce worldly power for the power of 
the children of God? (2 Samuel 5:1-3) 

SPARKS FROM MARK : 

I mentioned last week that beginning in 
Advent and continuing through out the year 
there will be different prayer opportunities on 
Sunday evenings from 7:00-8:00 pm. The 
first Sunday of every month will be Taize 
Prayer and the Second, Third and Fourth 
Sundays will be Evening Prayer with 
Adoration and Benediction. This week I 
would like to focus on the Prayer of Taize. 
Taize is the name of a small French village in 
Burgundy where Roger Schultz, a young 



seminary student founded a simple prayer 
community, offering hospitality, refuge and 
reconciliation in response to the hostilities of 
the Second World War. This is an 
interdenominational and ecumenical 
monastic order, which is known around the 
world for its message of trust, peace and 
reconciliation. Their main work, however, 
lies in the promotion of Christian unity. 

The spirituality of Taize prayer is firmly 
rooted in the great Christian tradition of the 
past, yet it is open to the contemporary 
world, but most of all it is centered on the 
gospel of Jesus Christ. The idea behind Taize 
is to practice heartfelt devotion to God. There 
is song, silent meditation, scripture and 

Pope John XXIII, a friend of Brother 
Roger’s once referred to Taize as “that little 
springtime.” ‘springtime’ indeed it is, for 
there in a very special way the Spirit of God 
has breathed new life and hope into 
numerous people who have come there in 
search of hope and meaning to their lives. 
Through song, prayer, silence and fellowship 
with people from many different cultures and 
Christian traditions, men and women have 
found in Taize, the presence of the Risen 
Lord Jesus offering them a new way and 
vision for the future.
